The first case of a rabid dog in 
Narberth was reported to the Borough 
Board of Health at its April meeting 
in Elm Hall. The animal broke loose 
from its enclosure in the yard of H. I. 
Dasher, lona avenue, Narberth, and 
was shot by Radnor Township police 
at Garrett Hili on Saturday morning. 
State laboratories at Harrisburg re- 
turned a positive diagnosis. It was 
the twenty-first case of rabies on the 
Main Line.

School Tax Cut One Mill; 
Budget Fixed at ^125,051.50 

Narberth's School Board at its April 
meeting adopted a budget of $125,- 
051.50 for the 1936-37 school year and 
reduced the school tax rate one mill. 
The new property tax rate is 18 mills. 
The $2 per capita tax remains the 
same. 

Estimated receipts are based on a 
borough property valuation of $4,600,- 
220 and 3258 taxable inhabitants, to- 
gether with a state appropriation of 
$10,400, delinquent taxes and tem- 
porary loans, plus some small revenue 
derived from building rental, etc. 

Instructional service and tuition, 
878,304, and debt service including 
loan reductions, interest on bonds and 
sinking funds, 829,185, are the larger 
items of expenditure.

County aid work in the boi'oug;li 
of Xarberth tins yoai- will total 
,$18,700, of which 70 per ciMit or 
$i:?,000 will be contributed from 
the county treasury, and .'JJ.'j.fiOO 
will be all that the borough will be 
required to pay. That is. Ilie 
County Commissioners are f^ivinp: 
the boroiip:!! 70e out of every dollar 
that the borough is able to appro- 
priate for such work. This is an 
c.Kceedino'ly important savino- to 
tiie taxpayers of .Xarberth and, 
without it, an increase in the bor- 
oufih lax rate would have been un- 
avoidable because the recent severe 
winter made street rejiairs abso- 
lutely e.ssential. 

Last year the county eontrilnitcd 
$10,000 1o street coastruction and 
repair work in Xarberth and, only 
a few years a^o the county, entirely 
at its own expense, laid Ihe exten- 
sion of Ilaverford avenue from Es- 
,sox alonj? the south side of the i)lay- 
groiind to W.vnnewood I'oad, at a 
cost of about .$12,000. There is no 
statute which requires the Counly 
Commissioners to allocate county 
aid funds on any pro rata (jf popu- 
lation or taxes amoii"' the town- 
.shii)s and boroujihs of .Montoomery 
County. Where the funds shall j^o 
and in wiiat amounts is entirely a 
matter of discretion with the 
County ( 'ommissioners. 

The fact that the County Com- 
missioners have .seen (it to expend 
.$40,000 of county funds in Xar- 
berth within the past few years is 
an indication of their friendly and 
co-operative attitude toward the 
citizens of the borough, and it is 
not beside the point to state that 
all of these funds have come to Xar- 
berth since the Kei)ublicans of the 
borough ceased giving their sup- 
port in the Primaries to so-called 
independent candidates. For many 
yeai"s a large number of the loyal 
Republican voters of Xarberth, in- 
fluenced by the resjioct which they 
held for the late Fletcher Stitcs, 
were accu.stomed to follow his lead- 
ership in Primary campaigns in- 
volving State and county tickets, 
even though the candidates whose 
election Mr. Stites advocated, were 
opposed to the cimnty organization.
